The United States charged Rus- 
sia today with flouting its inter- 
national obligations in dealing 
with the Baltic plane incident. 

In a new note to Moscow, the 
State Department declared Russia 
had put forward an “erroneous ac- 
count” of the shooting down of 
the American plane on April 8. 

The Russians were warned, too, 
of the seriousness with which the 
United States regards the U.S.S.R. 
attitude “in matters of such grave 
consequences.” 

Rejecting for the second time 
the Russian contention that the 
missing American plane violated 
Russian-occupied Latvia, the Unit- 
ed States declared that this Gov- 
ernment is forced to conclude 


that Russia “has not only failed 

to meet but has no intention of 

meeting the obligations which in- 

ternational law and practice im- 

pose on members of the family of 

nations.” ’

Writes to Ask Two Specific Questions About 
| Investigation as Prosecution 
Deadline Nears.

WASHINGTON, May 5—Sen- 
ator Kem (Rep.), Missouri, has 
written to Attorney General Mc- 
Grath asking for two specific de- 
tails of the Department of Jus- 
tice’s investigation of the ballot 
box theft from the Jackson county 
courthouse on May 27-28, 1947. 
The statute of limitations will 
prevent prosecution of this crime 
after May 28. 

Kem demanded of the Attorney 
General: 

1. Has the ballot box theft 
been brought to the attention 
of a grand jury? 

2. Has the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation at any time re- 
quested a “prospective opin- 
ion” from the Department of 
Justice; if so, what was the 
opinion? 

Defines Request. 

Kem told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day that he could not elaborate 
the letter but that there was 
sound basis for it at this time. 
He defined a “prospective opin- 
ion” as a statement to the FBI 
by the criminal division of the 


‘department commenting on the 
adequacy of the evidence gath- 
ered by the FBI. The réquest 
for such an opinion, he explained, 
is usually accompanied hv ques- 
tion by the FBI as to whether 
additional evidence is needed and 
if so, of what nature. 

Kem attached to his letter the 
editorial page of the  Post- 
Dispatch for May 2, which carried 
the boldface type . parhkgraph 
headed “26 days,” meaning that 
the limitations statute would be- 
come effective after that time. 
The editorial stated that no 
agency of the law, not even the 
FBI, has brought about the ar- 
rest of the guilty person or per- 
sons in this crime. 

On the same page was a leader 
editorial calling for a federal in- 
vestigation of the Binaggio-Gar- 
gotta murders in Kansas City.

As to the suspicions voiced by 
some Republicans that the Crime 
Committee may steer clear of any 
tie-up in the big cities between 
Democratic machine politics and 
the underworld, Kefauver said: “I 
certainly hope and expect that we 
can conduct this investigation 
without regard to any partisan 
politics.” 

The five members of the com-

Republicans. The group has been 
given an expense allowance of 
$150,000, and must make its re- 
port to the Senate next February.

Last October, the Air Force can-

ued to permit further study. 

Said Northrop: 

“Engineered to accomplish one 
of military aviation’s most diffi- 
cult assignments, the new Flying 
Wing combines the long-range 
high-altitude performance needed 
for camera ‘strikes’ far from its 
base. It can photograph vast 
sections of terrain from strato- 
spheric heights.” 


Automatic Devices Put in Jet 
Fighters te Track Bombers. 


WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP)— 
The Air Force is equipping late 
model jet fighters with new auto- 
matic devices which will track 
enemy bombers through night 
skies or bad weather, shoot them 
down, then bring the pilot home 
for a landing. | 

Officials said these devices are 
being installed in new intercep- 
tors to meet problems posed by 
the development o’ high-speed 
bombers and atomic weapons. 

The growing speed of the 
bombers gives defending fighters 
less time to climb to meet them, 
and the destructive power of the 
A-bomb makes it important to de- 
stroy the bombers before they 
reach the target. 

Present turbo-jet fighters do 
not yet possess the radar essen- 
tial to all-weather operations, the 
Air Force says. 

In the new models, the pilot 
will be guided by a ground radar 
network to the area where his 
plane’s radar can pick up the en- 
emy. There.the automatic de- 
vices will take over, putting the 
interceptor on the correct course 
to close with the bomber and fir- 
ing its weapons:at the right mo- 
ment. 

In case the automatic devices 
fail the pilot will lend a hand. 

Increased firing power also is 
going into the new models. 

Only one type of “interim” jet 
interceptor, developed from an 
older jet fighter, is now in serv- 
ice in Air Force units. It is the 
F-94, a modification of the Lock- 
heed F-80 Shooting Star. The Air 
Force ordered 110 of these planes 
in 1949, and $120,000,000 is be- 
ing spent for more of them this 
year, 

The F-94 is equipped with ra- 
dar and has an after-burner de- 
signed to give it bursts of extra 
power for quick climbing.

WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
will seek British and French 
agreement in London next week 
'for gradually reducing and even- 
tually ending Allied occupation 
controls over Western Germany. 

The end of the occupation—but 
not actual withdrawal of British, 
French and American troops—in 
about 18 months is reported to be 
the American objective. 

Well informed officials said to- 
day that, while troops would not 
be pulled out under the Ameri- 

/can proposal, they would be kept 
'in Germany on a new basis, as 
Western defense forces holding a 
front line in the cold war rather 
than as occupation armies. 

German Problem Explored. 

Acheson and his top policy ad- 
visers have explored the German 
problem intensively for several 
weeks in preparation for his meet- 
ing with British Foreign Secre- 

tary Ernest Bevin and French 
Foreign Minister Robert Schuman 
and for a session of the 12 nations 
of the North Atlantic Council in 
London. 

The western Big Three talks 
will be held next week and the 
council meeting the week follow- 
ing. Acheson will leave for Lon- 
don by way of Paris tomorrow.

And this is wartime. True, it’s 


a cold war. But defeat in that 


cold war will be just as bad as 
defeat in a hot war—if not worse. 


Soldiers Part in Cold War. 


Soldiers are very important 
factors in,a cold war. 

There are many “fronts” where 
American troops might be needed, 
or where the knowledge that 
troops were available might pre- 
vent a quiet “front” from becom- 
ing an active “front.” For ex- 
ample, we have just moved up two 
infantry battalions from Western 
Germany to Berlin. We can't 
hold Berlin by the remote threat 
of the A-bomb. We can hold Ber- 
lin only by the actual presence 
of American soldiers with wea- 
pons in their hands and their feet 
on the ground. 

But when we moved those two 
| battalions, we left only six bat- 


‘talions to garrison our zone in 


Western Germany, plus the con- 
stabulary’s three armored cavalry 
regiments. Suppose we had to 
reinforce those troops in Western 
Germany? We could send the/|| 


Eighty-second Airborne Division, 


which could get under way in a 
couple of weeks by filling the 
gaps in its ranks with men 
scraped up from other units. 
After that we couldn't send any 
more ready-to-fight soldiers for a 
matter of three or four months, 


fighting power of their own ar- 
mies. But they would feel far 
more reassured if we could re- 
inforce those armies—which won't 
be ready for action for a year or 
two yet in any numbers—with 
just a reasonable force of Ameri- 
can troops. 


Nor is that all. 


If war should come, almost the 
first thing the Soviet high com- 
mand would be likely to do would 
be to try to seize some air bases 
in the Atlantic from which our 
home territory could be bombard- 
ed, and from which their sub- 
marines could operate more free- 
ly than they can now from Arctic 
ports guch as Murmansk. We 
would need highly trained, fully 
equipped ground troops to hold 
such positions (Iceland, for ex- 
ample, or Greenland, or even 
Newfoundland) or to retake them 
as quickly as possible from the 
Russians before too much damage 
had been done. 


And let’s not forget Alaska, still 
only one third garrisoned because 
of housing shortage. The Russians 
could take the Alaskan airfields

Silent Forrest Smith 


Did Gov. Forrest Smith know that two mem- 
bers of the Kansas City Police Board were 
browbeaten or offered bribes to “open up” their 
city to hoodiumism? It is reported that the 
Governor knew. The Governor himself is not 


saying. 

R. Robert Cohn, recently fired by Gov. Smith 
from the Police Board, is said to have been 
offered bribes by Charles Binaggio. Binaggio 
reportedly urged Cohn to “look the other way” 
while a green light was flashed for gambling 
rackets. Cohn, according to this account, told 
Gov. Smith, and. the Governor says he knew 
nothing about it. But the Governor declines to 
comment. 


Then Hampton S. Chambers, also fired from 
the board, revealed that Binaggio threatened his 
job if he did not “get right” on Bihaggio's at- 
tempted reorganization of the police. Chambers 
says he told Gov. Smith. But the Governor de- 
clines comment. 

All the Governor has to say is that “there has 
been no gambling in the state.” The federal 
grand juty, of course, reported that “gambling 
operations in the Kansas City area amount to 
the staggering sum of approximately $34,500,000 
a year.” 

Missouri does not know what, if anything, the 
Governor did to stop attempted corruption by 
Binaggio—a gangland politician who helped to 
elect Smith. Missouri does not know what, if 
anything, the Governor did to support two offi- 
cers responsible directly to him for honest police 
administration. 

These things should be known. If the Goyer- 
nor does not, cannot or will not explain, the 
Jackson county grand jury should look for the 
answers. That jury will investigate the gam- 
bling and corruption already uncovered by the 


federal grand jury. 

Binaggio was murdered one month ago. Gov. 
Smith has named a new, blue-ribbon Police 
Board. But the light has only begun to show on 
what happened to the previous board, when 
Binaggio was riding high and the underworld 
grasped for power. 

What did happen, Gov. Smith? 
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23 Days.

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Harry Truman Dissents 

The homely virtues of Harry Truman may not 
always be virtues for a President of the United 
States. But he is not a good potential customer 
for any salesman of a bill of goods, and that is a 
virtue for any occupant of the White House in 
these distraught years. So, he refused at his 
press conference to share the over-wrought agi- 
tation of some other public figures over the state 
of the world. 

He disagreed with Herbert Hoover's plan to 
junk the United Nations, adding that as Presi- 
dent and as an individual he is for the 
organization. 

He disagreed with Senator Tydings’ gloomy 
estimate of the probabilities of war, adding that 
he saw no reason for astronomical increases in 
the defense budget. 

Yet he disagreed also with Edwin G. Nourse’s 
assertions that the country is bankrupting itself 
with expenditures for defense. 

He disagreed with the Old Guard snipers at 
foreign aid who contend the country can't afford 
to foot the bill. It’s cheaper than a shooting 
war, he pointed out. 

He said the cold war situation is not nearly so 
bad now as it was in 1946. He might have added 
that things may look worse now than they did 
then, but it is only because Americans now are 
seeing the fruits of what was planted years ago. 
The better seeds planted in more recent years 
will produce fruit too, as they have already done 
in Europe. 

In short, it was a bad day for the prophets of 
doom. The President lived up to his own de- 
scription of himself as an optimist. 
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An Item of Neckties 
For some unfathomable reason Raymond P. 
Brandt, chief Washington correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, has a penchant for a certain type 
of English necktie. When he buys $8 worth by

toms reform takes on meaning. 

Senator Connally said the other day that he 
has had a dollar gap all his life, and it can't be 
filled. The chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee is entitled to his little joke, but the 
dollar gap remains a problem that deeply affects 
Americans as well as foreigners. 

Marshall Plan dollars are currently filling the 
gap between those which Europe earns and 
those which she needs to balance her interna- 
tional trade at a reasonably high level. If Eu- 
rope cannot find other ways to bridge the gap 
after the Marshall Plan ends in 1952, certain 
results are clearly predictable. 

One consequence would be a sharp drop in 
our own exports—which means a drop in em- 
ployment and purchasing power at home. An- 
other would be a sharp increase in political un- 
rest in Europe, stemming from the decline of 
Europe's economic well-being. Both ways, 
Americans would lose. 

Our customs procedures for many years have 


we ought to move steadily and rapidly toward 
the reduction of trivial and vexatious impedi- 
ments to trade.

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Decay in Public Health 

There is no city in the world which can pro- 
vide better medical care than St. Louis. St. 
Louisans have comforted themselves for so lohg 
with that pleasant knowledge that they have 
closed their eyes to another—and grimmer— 
fact. 

There are few big cities in the United States 
which do as little as this one to preserve the 
health of its citizens. 


The bald fact is that St. Louis, while moving 
forward in some aspects of public health, is 
moving backward.in others. There used to be 
a tuberculosis controller here. There isn’t any 
more. There used to be a municipal child 
guidance clinic here. There isn't any more. 


There used to be adequate bed space in the 
city’s hospitals. There isn’t any more. There 
used to be a venereal disease controller, a 
communicable disease controller, municipal su- 
pervisors of maternal and child health and 
parochial school care. Those, too, are no more. 


For, as Harry Wilensky pointed out in the 
most recent article of the series on “Progress 
or Decay?” St. Louisans spend enormous sums 
to treat illness, and then refuse to buy the 
one real bargain commodity which would permit 
them to reduce their health spending. 

Disease prevention here is limping along on 
a totally inadequate budget. Instead of spending 
thousands of dollars to prevent illness before 
it starts, St. Louisans spend hundreds of thou- 
sands to treat it after it has begun. 


Of eight American cities of comparable size, 
St.. Louis is at or near the bottom of the list 
in per capita expenditure for disease prevention. 
As a result, the Health Division is grossly under- 
staffed, overworked and dangerously underpaid. 
In the fields of chronic disease, nutrition, pub- 
lic education, mental health and tuberculosis 
control, the city’s record is especially bad, as 
reported by Dr. Roscoe P. Kandle of the Amer- 
ican Public Health Association. 

This disgraceful record is not entirely the 
city’s fault. Part of it lies squarely at the door 
of the state’s even more miserly penny-pinching 
in public health. But until this community starts 
spending enough money to prevent iliness, 
civic-conscious St. Louisans had best restrain 
themselves when they are tempted to boast of 
their fine medical facilities. 


In public health, this community is decaying. 
If it is to reverse the trend, if it is to progress, 
St. Louis must spend more initially. Then it will 
save money, lots of money, in the long run. 


If reduction in suffering and misery and pain 
do not interest the City Hall and the State Legis- 
lature, perhaps they will be moved by these 
eventual savings in cash outlay. 
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The Fellow Who Needs $100 


A graduated interest rate of up to 24 per cent 
on small loans is too high. In proposing it, the 
Associate Bankers of St. Louis, comprising 22 
banks in the outlying areas, are far above the 
rate proposed by the commercial bankers in the 
City of St. Louis. 

These latter, now making small loans at the 
constitutional rate of 8 per cent, suggest 16 to 
18 per cent as fairer. Their suggestion possesses 
a still further advantage over that of the Associ- 
ate Bankers of St. Louis. The graduated rate 
which the smaller banks propose would drop to 
an average of 16 per cent up to $1000 and 12 per 
cent between $1000 and $2000. This gives un- 
equal protection to the different classes of bor- 
rowers—and affords the least to the small bor- 
rowers who are the most: numerous and need 
protection most. 


As John R. Kirk, president of the Plaza Bank, 
said of a rate structure proposed last year by 
the Missouri Bankers Association: “The man 
who needs $10,000 can get the money at a low 
rate, but the fellow who has to have $100 right 
away would be left at the mercy of the money- 
lender.” 

The fellow who has to have $100 right away 
should be the ¢ynosure of all eyes when small- 
loan legislation is being considered. An interest 
rate which will not be fair to him will not be a 
fair small-loan interest rate, no matter what it 
offers in the higher categories. 
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St. Louis Knew It Already 


St. Louisans can but agree with President 
Truman's description of air pollution as a “seri- 
ous problem.” In fact, they didn’t need the 
President's statement, made at a Washington 
conference on air pollution, to make them aware 
of the fact. ’ 

They have had for too many years, and still 
have, the evidence of their own eyes and nos- 
trils. They have the evidence of fly ash upon 
window sills, and soot upon freshly laundered 
clothing hung out to dry. , 

One reason why they still have the evidence is 
that even now, two years after the passage of 
the fly ash ordinance, Anheuser-Busch, Union 
Electric and Army Administratio) Center smoke- 
stacks are still belching fly ash. The air may be 
cleaner than it used to be; but it still is not 
clean enough.

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Hainan: One Answer to McCarthy

Chinese Communists have easily seized 
Hainan Island against a force of General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalists two 
or three times their number—an event 
which is felt in Washington to restore a 
sense of reality to the controversy raised 
by the charge of “Communist infiltration” 
in the State Department launched by Sen- 
ator Joseph R. McCarthy of Wisconsin.

Recalling a‘ Long Story 


The Hainan Island episode, on the other 
hand, recalls the long story of Nationalist 
defeat on the Chinese mainland in which 
virtually every informed observer, from 


~ Gen. George C. Marshall down, reported 


that the Nationalists were themselves pri- 
marily to blame for their own weakness. 


Vast American aid could not shore up 
the Nationalists, it was reported; the 
American equipment was sold to the op- 
posing Communist forces. In the final 
view of the State Department, nothing 
short of a direct expeditionary force of 
American soldiers, supported by the Navy, 
could have held the inefficient General 
Chiang in power. 

The contrary view has been advanced 
repeatedly by Senator McCarthy. He be- 
gan with attacks on alleged Communists 
in the State Department but has slowly 
changed his line of attack to the field of 
foreign policy and China in particular. 

Senator McCarthy’s speech on the floor 
of the Senate March 30 shows that he still 
accepted at face value the claims of Chi- 
nese Nationalists.

Senator McCarthy put his own judg- 
ment ahead of that of Dean Acheson, Sec- 
retary of State, who, in his National Press 
Club speech, Jan. 12, had pooh-poohed 
the idea of sending the American fleet 
to support Formosa. 


In a savage attack on Mr. Acheson's 
implied defeatism, Senator McCarthy on 
March 30 unqualifiedly asserted that the 
“Nationalist cause . . Still has the best 
equipped army of China and is even now 
on the offensive.” 


A Propaganda Offensive 


Senator McCarthy got his idea of an 
“offensive” apparently from the National- 
ists’ own propaganda—the type that was 


put out to newspapers to cover their igno- — 


minious collapse on Hainan. Senator Mc- 
Carthy read to the Senate newspaper ac- 
counts of overwhelming Nationalist “vic- 
tories” against “superior” Communist 
forces. 


The true accounts of what happened 
on Hainan Island, following the smoke- 
screen originally put out, show a picture 
of utter demoralization, with the Nation- 
alists surrendering to inferior forces and 
then deserting to them en masse. 


A definite pattern runs through the tes- 
timony of Senator McCarthy. His philos- 
ophy is shared by his chief witness, Louis 
F. Budenz who became a Communist for 
10 years and then went back to the Roman 
Catholic Church, his earlier faith. This 
pattern is seen best in an article which 
McCarthy and Budenz both cited in testi- 
mony. It is by the Rev. James F. 
Kearney, S.J., in the magazine Columbia, 
published by the Knights of Columbus. 


Source for the Senator? 


Senator McCarthy read this article in 
its entirety into the Tydings committee 
record March 13. The thesis is that Chi- 
nese Nationalists were not defeated by 
internal corruption but were “betrayed” 
from outside and that the chief betrayer 
was “Owen Lattimore and a small group 
of his followers.” Father Kearney does 
not specifically call Mr. Lattimore a Com- 
munist.

‘IES: POET AND EDITOR 


1942 Pulitzer Prize Winner 
Stricken in Street With 
Heart Attack, 


NEW YORK, May 5 ‘(AP)— 
William Rose Benet, Pulitzer 
Prize-winning poet and widely 
known editor, collapsed in the 
street last night of a heart at- 
tack and died a few minutes 
later. He was 64 years old. 

He was a brother of the late 
Stephen Vincent Benet, also a 
Pulitzer Prize poet. 

Benet was stricken after attend- 
ing a meeting of the council of 
the National Institute of Arts and 
Letters. 

Benet served in the Air Corps 
during World War I. For many 
years he was associated with the 
Saturday Review of Literature 
and other magazines as an editor 
and critic. 

He received the Pulitzer Prize 
in 1942 for his autobiographical 
verse narrative “The Dust Which 
Is God.” His other books include 
“Merchants of Cathay,” “The Fal- 
coner of God” and “Moons of 
Grandeur.” He also was the au- 
thor of a play, “Day’s End.” 

A self-described liberal, Benet 
was a member of the Civil Rights 
Defense Committee, an organiza- 
tion devoted to preserving civil 
liberties. 

Benet married Teresa Frances 
Thompson in 1912. They had 
three children before her death 
seven years later. His second

Chamber Orchestra Offers 
Series of Works on Theme 
by Frederick the Great.

The tenth annual St. Louis Bach 

Festivali began last night in 

Graham Memorial Chapel, Wash- 


ington University with a chamber 
orchestra concert under the di- 
rection of Dr. Frank L. Harrison. 
The program was built around 
“The Musical Offcring,” an ex- 
tensive series of fugal and 
canonical works on « theme by 
Frederick the Great which served 
originally as an act of homage to 
that versatile monarch. 

Though the Offering is a 
formidable demonstration of in- 
ventiveness it yields its greatest 
rewards to those who are looking 
chiefly for intellectual satisfac- 
tion. One may assume, in fact, 
that the great Sebastian was pay- 
ing a subtle compliment to this 
royal patron of the arts by uaking 
his tribute a thoroughly erudite 
set of excersises., In any case 
most of it was interesting in last 
night’s performance by reason of 
its ingenious writing, trough the 
sonata for flute, which occupied 
the central position in the series, 
was musically more diversified 
and thoroughly ingratiating. 

It is not making too wild a 
guess, however, to say that that 
the other two numbers on the 
program—The Brandenbutg Con- 
certo No. 3 and the C Major Suite 
—were more enjoyable to the au- 
dience. The tight organization 
of the Brandenburg Concerto is 
balanced by an external melodic 
grace and a continuous, self-re- 
newing rhythmic vitality. The 
suite was altogether charming 
and hearty and had plenty of 
contrast. The chamber orches- 
tra of 21 drawn from the St. 
Louis Symphony, gave forthright 
and lucid performances under 
Dr. Harrison’s direction. 

The audience was attentive and 
responsive and at the conclusion 
of the final number extended Dr. 
Harrison a prolonged ovation. 
The Bach Festival will be con- 
tinued this evening with a Sonata- 
Concerto program, under the di- 
rection of Leo Sirota, at the 
Wednesday Club.

The St. Louis Philharmonic 
Orchestra last night played — 
surprise—an encore. It caught 
many of the amateur band’s faith- 
ful followers completely fiat- 
footed: they had hurried from 
their Opera House seats at the 
final chord of the Brahms Sym- 
phony No. 4 in E Minor. A few 
came racing back upon hearing 
the familiar opening of “On the 
Trail,” from Ferde Grofe’s “Grand 
Canyon Suite.” 

Acting on a tip, the writer in- 
formed two elderly women mak- 
ing a hasty departure that the 
orchestra would play an encore. 
One of them, with a cold glare, 
sneered, “They never do.” The 
couple was well down the steps 
when Conductor Gerhard Schroth 


announced that no-ercore tradi- 
tion was being brushed aside for 
the first time ‘in recent years, 
at least). 

Soloist in “nal concert of the 
orchestra’s ninetieth season was 
Margery Burger, 14-year-old pi- 
anist from Webster Groves. Miss 
Burger, a blonde, who was extra 
pretty in a dainty pink gown, 
won the near-capacity audience 
with an excellent performance of 
Mozart’s D Minor Concerto. 


The young pianist played not 
too mechanically and her inter- 
pretation was serious and forth- 
right. Her power in bass pas- 
sages was at times truly remark- 
able for one of her proportions. 
Possessed with poise and the 
pleasing confidence of youth, Miss 
Burger has some tricks of slick 
pianoforte to master. Some of 
these are not even now too dis- 
tant from her grasp. .For an en- 
core she played the “Allegro 
Appassionata” by Saint-Saens. 


Credit should go to the orches- 
tra for its excellent work behind 
the soloist. It softened down 
when it should have, a goal not 
always achieved on previous ac- 
companiment assignments. The 
band did a surprisingly good job 
with the Brahms work, though at 
times the ‘amateur musicians 
fought the difficult score. 


The overture to Weber’s “Der 
Freischutz” and the Damrosch 
transcription of Bach’s “A Mighty 
Fortress Is Our God” gave occa- 
sional trouble, but the perform- 
ances still reflected the over-all 
improvement which the orchestra 
has consistently displayed this 
season.

The Derby isn’t a derby, to 
begin with—not in the require- 
ments of distance, for example.

It 
occurs almost too early for 
eligible females of this age to 
compete on equal terms with

Aircraft and parts earnings were 
up 65 per cent, 11 drug, soap and 
cosmetic companies showed a 
composite gain of 53 per cent over 
the same period last year. 

Other industries with composite 
gains of 40 to 23 per cent were: 
Building, heating, plumbing 
equipment; electric equipment, 
radio and television; textile and 
apparel; cement, glass and stone; 
and chemicals, paints. A lower 
percentage of gains was reported 
by: pulp and paper; food prod- 
ucts; office equipment; autos and 
parts; service industries, and mis- 
cellaneous manufacturers. 

The automobile composite is 
particularly misleading, however, 
since both General Motors and 
Chrysler are yet to report, and 
Ford, family head, never does.

(AP)—Seven Negro school chil- 
dren were killed and 12 injured 
in a bus-truck collision near here 
yesterday.

HOUSE ROLE IN FOREIGN 
POLICY IS EMPHASIZED 


Chairman, 
Praises Work, Urges 8 Sub- 
committees Be Named. 


WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP) — 
President Truman paid tribute to 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee yesterday for its “arduous 
effort” in handling foreign policy 
legislation. 


And, he took another step to 
strengthen the bi-partisan foreign 
policy by inviting Chairman Kee 
(Dem.), West Virginia, of the 
House group to name eight sub- 
committees to be ready for con- 
sultation on every phase of this 
country’s activity abroad. 

The House has had five sub- 
committees operating since 1945. 
Kee told reporters he would 
name three more. Appointing 
eight groups parallelling the 
State Department’s organizational 
set-up would conform with action 
recently taken by the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee. 

Truman conferred with Kee 
and ‘Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson at the White House. 
Prior to their visit he had talked 
with Representative Eaton 
(Rep.), New Jersey, ranking min- 
ority member of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee. 

The President said afterward 
in a statement: 

“I asked Judge Kee and Secre- 
tary Acheson to meet with me 
this morning in order that I 
might canvass in a general way 
the overall situation on foreign 
policy legislation and at the same 
time express to Chairman Kee 
my appreciation for the arduous 
effort that he and the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee have been 
putting forth since the beginning 
of the session in considering the 
multitude of foreign policy meas- 
ures that require the committee’s 
attention. 

“The Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee has been in almost continuous 
session since the first of the year 
and present indications are that 
there will be no respite from 
their toil for several more weeks.

The average horse handicapper 
pays entirely too much attention to superficial 
details, such as speed, weight, past perform- 
ances, blood lines, and quality of competition. 

Just because 
a horse has won 28 races in a row does not 
mean he is certain to make it 29.

IF YOU'LL ALLOW ME, and promise not to 
hit me over the mastoids with a baseball bat, 
I'll give you a few tips on how to select a 
Derby winner. 

The first thing to look for in a horse is his 
ears. No earless horse has ever won at Church- 
fll Downs. Don’t bother to look this up in the 
record book, because I am positive of this fact. 
Neither has there been a winner at the Downs 
with ears like a kangaroo. Choose a horse 
with nice, normal ears and you stand a chance 
to have a winner. :

AND DON’T FORGET the withers. They’re 
extremely important. If you can’t judge with- 
ers it would be worth your time to get a good, 
sound wither man to leave his barometers and 
thermometers and do the work for you. He'll 
be able to tell you whether your horse has a 
stormy wither, a fair and continued cool wither, 
or an overcast with scattered showers wither. 

Only a fool would overlook the fetlocks. They 
should be as well turned as the busiest corner 
in New York, and be completely free of mice. 
We oldtimers at Churchill Downs have seen 
more than one promising thoroughbred ruined 
by mice in the fetlocks.

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The New Films

Annie Hits a Bulls-Eye 


-«G-M has hit the musical comedy jackpot this time with 
“ANNIE GET YOUR GUN,” on exhibition at LOEW’S 
STATE THEATER. It is what every musical comedy 
should be and very few are—a lot of fun, from beginning to 
end. It has zest, a swaggering, roistering 
lustiness, immense good humor, and a wealth 
of tuneful songs and funny lyrics that make 
the average movie musical score seem very 
thin, indeed. And all this because those 
responsible have had the common horse 

sense to let a good thing be. 

“Annie” was a great hit on the stage, 
running more than a thousand performances on Broadway. 
They’ve transferred it practically as is to the screen, just giving 
it all they had in the way of a good cast and sumptuous 
Technicolor production. They haven't tried to improve on 
that catchy Irving Berlin score, the heart of the musical’s 
success, although it has-been necessary to drop a half dozen 
songs. That leaves only 10 of them, all delights and their 
spirit undimmed by years of radio and record plugging—‘‘Doin’ 
What Comes Naturally,” “Show Business,” “Sun in the Morn- 
ing,” “You Can't Get a Man With a Gun,” “My Defenses Are 
Down,” “The Girl That I Marry,” and “Anything You Can Do,” 
to name the best. In the song business, these are so many gold 
nuggets. ) ; 

Scripter gidney Shelton has retained the format and most 
of the lines of the Herbert and Dorothy Fields book, and that 
is fine. The book had a lot of good, vigorous corn. It def- 
initely wasn’t the smart type of story, and it really isn't witty. 
But it had pace and served the purpose of bringing the boy- 
meets-girl plot into action for Annie Oakley, the sensational 
Wild West show sharpshooter and her rival, Frank Butler, and 
to wind up with both their merger and that of the Buffalo 
Bill and Pawnee Bill shows. It also provided adeq@ate song 
cues for the Berlin lyrics, where most of. the real humor 
of the piece lies. 

Director George Sidney has concentrated on enlivening 
the action by such shots as clay pigeons bursting in vari- 
colored sprays right in front of the camera (protected by a 
heavy glass screen) in the trap-shooting sequences, giving 
Annie a spectacular horse-back riding shooting stunt for her 
piece de resistance, and throwing more cowboys and Indians 
into the Wild West show finale (800 of them, riding in a 
series of circles around Annie) than Buffalo Bill probably 
imagined in his fondest dreams. 

The cast is just about perfect. Betty Hutton, who devel- 
oped atomic energy before the scientists did, hasn't any 
better voice than a couple of dozen female singers we can 
think of. But her terrific bounce, her irrepressible comedy 
sense, her consuming vitality, sock the songs over and are 
right in the spirit of things. Howard Keel, the 6-foot-4 
baritone from the London company of “Annie,” plays Frank 
Butler, in his screen debut, and seems pretty sure material 
for he-man role stardom. His booming voice, virility and 
swagger are just right. All the others are ideally cast—Louis 
Calhern as Buffalo Bill, J. Carrol Naish as Sitting Bull, 
Edward Arnold as Pawnee Bill, and Keenan Wynn as the 
show manager. 

I can remember seeing Buffalo Bill's Wild West Show, 
with, I‘ believe, Annie Oakley, when I was a very small boy. 
Awed as I naturally was then, I think I like this modern 
screen reproduction every bit as much—and I can't think of a 
nicer thing to say. Not even that “Annie” is one of the 
best musicals ever to hit the screen, 


A Beautiful Performance 


For most of its course, “THE WOMAN OF DOLWYN,” 
which opens tomorrow at the ART, is a beautiful and intrigu- 
ing motion picture. Emlyn Williams, the playwright-actor, 
has drawn a loving picture of some of the people in a hamlet 

nestled in a green valley of his native Wales, 
and of the turmoil among them when an 
unctuous agent for a water company supply- 
ing Liverpool tempts them with cash to 
move from their pastoral haven to an ugly 
Liverpool industrial suburb, so that their 
valley might be made a lake. There is a 
great deal of charm and quaintness, and 
some native humor, in his picture of these Welsh folk with 
their musical tongue and strong faces. As director, he has 
composed some picturesque scenes, and as writer instilled, 
-now and then, a poetry into the lines that stems from the 
roots of an imaginative people and their Celtic tongue. A 
shepherd, a simple-minded, “touched” lad, singing a wild, 
lilting song on a hillside, conveys more of the spirit of the 
people than any other explanation I can think of, 


There is, best of all, an exquisitely drawn portrait of an 
old peasant woman who stubbornly blocks the big business 
move because of her attachment to her home and her hills. 
This role is remarkably played by Dame Edith Evans—she 
makes her a gentle, humble old lady, aglow with inner 
dignity and beauty of spirit, possessor of a quiet charm which 
finally fells even the great and crotchety Lord Lancashire, 
owner of the water company. 

It is too bad that Williams had to spoil the ending of 
his film with some outrageously bad melodramatics, in which 
the old lady herself opens the flood gates of the dam to 
drown the valley, after the frustrated and vengeful water com- 
pany agent—played too much like a stock villain by Williams 
himself to be in key with the rest of the film—had failed to 
do so. But this doesn't spoil Dame Edith’s delicate and 
poignant performance nor lessen the earlier appeal of the 
film. 


Hokum, Old-Style 


The scripters of “FATHER IS A BACHELOR,” at the 
ORPHEUM, seem to be trying to emulate the success of 
“Mrs. Wiggs in the Cabbage Patch,” for they have given us 
a liberal dose of sentiment, supposedly nostalgic views of a 

small Ohio river town around the turn of 
the century, and some old songs, such as 
“In the Gloaming.” We are treated to such 
synthetic*+poignancy as having a happy-go- 
lucky minstrel man take over the care of 
five orphaned tots in a river-front shack, 
such fake comedy as having him try to 
make a new dress for the little girl of 
the family in his clumsy way, such stock characters as the 
mean rich man of the town and his slick attorney. Things as 
syrupy as this have gone over, even in this modern day, but 
usually there's a master personality dishing out the hokum 
and perhaps some good low comedy to go with it. This has 
neither. William Holden makes a likable hero, but lacks the 
stature to sell this corn. Even a Bing Crosby would have been 
unequal to it.

Limit Rough 
Play to the 
Playground

OHNNY is 12 and his brother 

Jimmy is 10 years of age. They 

are healthy, active youngsters 
and full of play. Lately they have 
been annoying the family by 
wrestling. No sooner are they at 
liberty than they begin mauling 
each other. The house is small, 
not intended for wrestling 
matches, and the two, tumbling 
all over it, make a great deal of 
a nuisance of themselves. Into 
the bargain, the battle always 
ends in tears and complaints. 
What is one to do when active 
children want to turn the house 
into a bedlam? 


Forbid the whole business. 
Wrestling, boxing, such active 
games as hide and seek, cannot 
be played in the house. They 
must be played outdoors, in fields 
and playgrounds, Children need 
hard play and they need to pound 
and shout and thump and wear 
themselves down so they can 
build themselves up again, but 
the house is no place for that, 
The playground offers full oppor- 
tunity for it and that is where 
such activities should take place. 
Not in the house. 
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GROWN PEOPLE have rights 
which must be observed, lest they 
go to the hcspital, a very costly 
experience. They cannot enjoy 
noise. They are anxious about the 
damage likely to be done to the 
furnishings as well as to the bod- 
ies of the battling, racing chil- 
dren. Doing the day’s work, 
carrying the day’s anxieties, drain 
the energy of the grown-up peo- 
ple and they cannot stand much 
more. Home should be a place 
where all members of the family 
can relax and hope to enjoy a 
little peace. 


Active children will not sit still, 
nor will they be idle long. That 
means that they must have some- 
thing to do to occupy them when 
they are in the hcuse. Home 
chores, lessons, quiet games are 
in order. Radio and television 
programs should help, too. 
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SOME FAMILIES SET aside a 
time in the evening for the grown- 
up’s relief. The children under- 
stand that they are to make no 
noise, ask no questions, let their 
elders alone during that period. 
Thev are to occupy themselves 
with quiet study or work which 
has been set by themselves under 
their parents’ supervision, or by 
the parents directly. This requires 
a bit of forethought and planning 
but it results in a peaceful and 
profitable evening for the family. 
The period of quiet prepares the 
children for a restful sleep and 
it enables their parents to look 
forward to another day with, at 
least fortitude,

Summer Condensation Worries. 
UST as soon as the weather

The mois- 
ture is due to condensation of 
the moisture in the air when the 
air strikes cold surfaces. This 
is how you can prevent this from 
occurring. In the case of cold 
water pipes the cure is to cover 
the pipes with insulation. Your 
hardware or plumbing store can 
fit you up with a special insula- 
tion made for this purpose. 


Flush tanks that become cov- 
ered with sweat are something 
else.. About the best cure anyone 
has run across to date is a little 
pan that fits under the tank and 
catches this water.before it can 
get to the floor. Pans of this 
type are sold at hardware and de- 
partment stores. 


Damp basements can often be 
cured by giving them ample air 
and light. If this fails to do the 
trick, a chemical air drier may be 
the answer. Covering the ma- 
sonry walls with wallboard or 
plywood will also fix things up 
providing the wallboard is set an 
inch or so away from the ma- 
sonry.

66 T erful effect on a man’s 

life,” says: Dr. Urey, Nobel 
Prize winner: “Whenever his name 
appears in print, the Nobel Prize 
comes right after it, like a title— 
whenever he speaks, people listen 
to him ..:. very ‘intoxicating! 
I was living in Leonia, N.J.. when 
I was awarded the prize, and the 
local folks: made a big fuss over 
it—for me, that was the end of 
being a completely private citi- 
zen.” 

Born and raised on an onion 
farm in DeKalb county, Indiana, 
Harold Urey studied zoology at 
the University of Montana, and 
he teaches now at the University 
of Chicago: : 

“In ‘Who's Who,’ you'll find 
me listed as a ‘nuclear physicist’ 
—that name had a lot of glamour 
right after the war. But the title 
never impressed me—just for the 
record, I am a chemist!” 


As a chemist, Dr. Urey made 
his most important discovery in 
1931, while he was still at Colum- 
bia University. On Thanksgiving 
Day that year, Urey and his assist- 
ant almost tiptoed out of their 
laboratory ‘on 116th street and 
got on an uptown. subway—they 
sat very quietly on the subway 
train, said not a word, for fear 
that talking might betray their 
excitement. Both men got off at 
180th street station, and walked 
together, still silent, up the long 
hill to New York University. 


There they checked their ex- 
periment on N.Y.U.. equipment. 
Satisfied, they went back to a 
downtown subway, returned to 
their own Columbia labs to check 
their findings once more — that 
done, certain of their results, 
they finally relaxed and went 
back to their homes for Thanks- 
giving dinner. 


They had just discovered 
“heavy water’—another and very 
vital piece in the jigsaw juzzle of 
the atomic no-man’s land. 
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OR that discovery, Dr. Urey 
F was awarded a Nobel Prize in 

1935. He explains that “in a 
glass of ordinary New York water, 
one part in 7000 is heavy water.” 
In other words, floating around in 
that glass are hydrogen atoms 
with one extra electron: “But 
don't even mention my name in 
the same breath with the H-bomb. 
I have had nothing to do with it, 
and I want nothing to do with it!” 

Just for the record, Dr. Urey 
was in on another early mile- 
stone: 


“One day in 1939, Enrico Fermi 
came to my office at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. He and I both 
work there now, and argue often 
—but this was different: fission 
had been discovered not long be- 
fore, and we talked of chain re- 
actions. That began our work on 
release of atomic energy; two 
years later Dr. Einstein sent his, 
famous note to President Roose- 
velt!” 


Thus atomic energy, though it 
was born as a bomb, was not con- 
ceived for war, but for peace. Dr. 
Urey worked on the bomb almost 
to the end: “At one point, as late 
as 1944, I told Gen. Groves I 
didn't think the bomb would 
work. But I snapped out of that 
soon enough, and when most of 
the others wanted to demolish the 
diffusion plant, 1 thumped the 
table and raised the roof at a 
meeting with Gen. Groves and 
James Conant. I stuck to the 
theory that the only way to pro- 
duce U-235 in mass quantities was

had less to do with the actual 
explosion of the atomic bomb: 

“T was sitting in my office one 
summer day in 1945 when Robbie 
(J. Robert Oppenheimer) dropped 
in. We sat and talked for awhile 
and I could see that Robbie was 
fidgety, uncomfortable about 
something. He squirmed in his 
chair for a few minutes and said 
in an offhand way: ‘We had an 
amazing explosion out in New 
Mexico a few weeks ago.’ 

“I could see he wanted to go 

on, but he didn’t, and of course 
I wasn't going to ask him. The 
phone rang just then—it was my 
wife, very excited, asking me if 
I had heard the news on the ra- 
dio .. . an atomic bomb had 
just blasted Hiroshima!” 
_ Later on, Urey did see a bomb 
explode—at Bikini: “I was on a 
ship about 15 miles away, just 
before the blast—and I was wor- 
ried we would miss the explosion, 
so far away. I asked the captain 
if we shouldn’t be closer. He 
said, ‘No, wait and see!’ 

“The bomb went off . . and 
believe me, 15 miles was close 
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enough for me! 


POSTSCRIPT FROM TEX—Dr. 
Urey is a vigorous leader among 
scientists in the fight against 
super-secrecy: “There’s no great 
value in secrecy now—Fuchs gave 
the Russians the secrets. What 
are we hiding? It is fatal to keep 
scientists locked up in tight little 
compartments . . secrecy puts 
a yoke on scientists. 

“A friend of mine wanted 50 
micrograms of U-235 for an ex- 
periment. It’s worth about 10 
cents—but all the armed guards 
involved made the experiment 
such a nuisance that he dropped 
it. 

“I’m told that the A.E.C. spends 
more money for its security pur- 
poses than Congress will appro- 
priate for the National Science 
Foundation! Better check that.” 

We did. Price tag on A.E.C. 
security: $15,000,000 yearly. For 
the Science Foundation: $500,000 
next year, and for each year there- 
after $15,000,000.

NEW YORK. 
HERE have been some inter- 
T esting results in the few pri- 
mary elections that have taken 
place this week. 

In Indiana there was no change 
as between the present incumb- 
ents, seven Democrats and four 
Republicans were renominated. 

In Ohio, State Auditor Joseph 
P. Ferguson won the Democratic 
nomination and will oppose Sena- 
tor Robert A. Taft in November. 

Senator Claude Pepper lost the 
nomination to Rep. George Smath- 
ers in Florida. Naturally, the Re- 
publicans are cheered by this, 
since they call it a trend to con- 
servatism and therefore in oppo- 
sition to the President. 
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AS A MATTER OF FACT, I 

think the Republicans can take 


little comfort from anything that , 


happens in the south. It is obvi- 
ous there that anyone fighting for 
civil rights and having the reputa- 
tion of a liberal would probably 
lose to a more conservative Demo- 
crat. I think Florida may find 
that it has lost a good rep nta- 
tive, but perhaps they will be 
more accurately represented by a 
less liberal candidate. The state, 
as a whole, probably is not ex- 
actly liberal in its tendencies. One 
could hardly expect that as yet,in 
the South, though I see great 
changes coming about there, par- 
ticularly where the younger peo- 
ple are concerned. 

: 

I WENT AGAIN Tuesday night 
with my son, Elliott, and two 
young: friends to see “The Con- 
sul” because I wanted to see Pa- 
tricia Neway, who had not been 
in the part the first time I saw 
the play. 

Extraordinarily vivid as — the 
first impression was, I think the 
second time made no less of an 
impression. I wish that everyone 
who hesitates about allowing dis- 
placed persons to enter our coun- 
try could see the play and realize 
what “papers, papers, papers” 
mean when ordinary human feel- 
ings are at stake. 

In addition, I think it gives 
those who have no understanding 
of it, a vivid picture of a dicta- 
torship. This is what the people 
of many countries have lived 
under and this is what we must 
guard against. 
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FOR POLITICAL differences 
of opinion, the little family im the 
play suffered. In free countries 
you can vote against the head of 
the state or a prime minister and 
you do not have to resort to vio- 
lence. But the minute a Fascist 
or Communistic police state is in 
possession of a country there can 
be no freedom of thought or ac- 
tion. The people become pawns 
and the surveillance is so strict 
they cannot even defend them- 
selves from the existing situation. 

The difficulty, of course, that 
we are going through in the 
United States is that certain 
people here feel that in order to 
prevent the rise of the Commu- 
nist’ peril it is safe to indulge in 
Fascist methods. So, to prevent 
one thing you build the very 
thing you fear. 

Not many of us understand 
that, and that is why I think we 
should zealously preserve the 
right of every man to express his 
opinion and to act as he thinks 
best, so long as he does not ad- 
vocate the violent overthrow of 
the Government. Those are our 
old principles and I think they 
should be continued.

A steady diet of just sit- 
ting and wearing out the 
parlor sofy can get to be 
pretty boring, I'll agree. 
Perhaps this boy finds 
himself financially at low 
ebb and he has been un- 
able to take you anywhere. 

Or he may be the kind who thinks if one takes out a gal it has 
to be for dancing on the Starlight Roof, no less, and he may 
be saving up! On the other hand the lad may be just plain 
atingy, and no girl likes a boy friend who can’t let go of a few 
dotlars now and then. If by any chance you only like the boys 
who will spend money on you; perhaps you have shown that 
pretty plainly and are now getting what you deserve. If you 
don’t want to see this boy any more simply be “out” when he 
drops in. Be “out” consistently and he will eventually decide 
perhaps you just plain don’t Hanker for his company, and will 
depart to perch on someone else’s sofy.

IN ANSWER TO “Smokey”: You seem to have become 
obsessed by this affection for a thorough-going heel, and until 
you rule him out of your life you are going to keep on being 
thoroughly unhappy.

It 
seems to me your wisest course would be to try to live with- 
out this man, to steel yourself to think he does not exist and 
make a new life for yourself. Then if he does have a change 
of heart you will be better able to determine whether or not it 
is permanent. So far his reformation seems to last just about 
48 hours and he’s off again. What kind of life is that going 
to give you? Have you ever tried the counseling service at 
the Y.M.C.A. or a psychiatrist? After as long a time as you 
have spent being still unable to work out your problem, it 
sight be well to seek outside help before going any farther.

Ages in Marriage

ISS R. wants to know: 


“A woman aged 36 and a man 29 
are madly in love. Both wish to marry for the first time. 
Can two persons be truly happy with this discrepancy in 
ages?” 
In the same mail comes a letter from Miss Y. who at the 
age of 70 is contemplating marriage with a man aged 50. “I 
am a spinster—never married,” she states. “Am I safe in 
going into such a marriage?” 


* * * 

NO QUESTION IS MORE frequently asked of a columnist 
or a lecturer in the field of family relations, than this one con- 
cerning the importance of age differences. For the benefit not 
only of Misses R. and Y., but a thousand others, let’s examine 
some of the principles involved: 

1. There are innumerable marriages in which the wife is 
older than the husband, and many of them are happy. Every 
reader could cite a case in point. Statistically, one woman in 
every 10 marries a man who is more than a year younger than 
she. Researchers have found no relation between such age 
differences and the happiness of the marriage. 

2. Obviously, much depends on whether both are fully 
grown. You read in your newspaper recently of a woman of 80 
who had disappeared from home. Police were asked to make 
a search. Eventually they found she was on her honeymoon. 
She had eloped with an old friend, a man of 76. Both probably 
thought their children and grandchildren would oppose the 
romance, so they simply went ahead and said nothing. There 
would be no serious difference in age in such a case—you'll 
agree with that, I'm sure!

WHEN A COLLEGE STUDENT of perhaps 20 or 22 wants 
to marry one of his women teachers, who is perhaps 30 or 35, 
the situation is very different. He may be attracted by her 
maturity now. He may want a substitute mother. But 10 
years from now he may have grown up, may no longer want a 
substitute mother but a wife instead. He may then think that 
the older woman he married is not a wife but a substitute 
mother. 

3. If both are (or appear to be!) fully grown emotionally 
and-socialiy, one would want to know whether there was an 
ulterior motive on either side, for an unusual marriage. I once 
had to deal with the marriage of a man of 40 to a woman in 
her 70s. “Mine is a marriage of service, not of romance,” he 
told me solemnly. He was useful to her as -a handy man. 
After her death, some people thought that it had been largely 
a@ marriage of self-service, for he had persuaded her to leave 
all of her large estate to him, and to give her daughters noth- 
ing but her clothing and some old household furnishings.

IN SHORT, NO ONE CAN SAY without knowing a great 
deal about the individual case, whether it is wise for a woman 
to marry a man much younger than herself. It depends on how 
mature they really are, and why each wants té marry the 
other.

She Left Hollywo 


Anne Jeffreys, Co-Star of ‘Kiss 
Me, Kate,’ Played in Movie Horse 
Operas, Left Them to Sing ‘Tosca’

CHICAGO, Ill, May 5 
THEATRICAL discovery who 
is blonde, beautiful, can sing 
and act, is usually the object 
of Hollywood attention before 
very long. In the case of Anne 
Jeffreys, who rates high in all 
departments, the movie master 
minds are more likely to have 


red faces than ready offers. Love- 


ly Anne, who has been a spectacu- 
lar success as the co-star of “Kiss 
Me, Kate,” on view here at the 
American Theater starting Mon- 
day, and is scheduled to go from 
here into the Broadway company 
of that show, gave several movie 
studios some of the best years of 
her life without ever being dis- 
covered. 

Trained to sing opera, she did 
most of her singing to district 
attorneys as the gum moll in crime 
epics and got no closer to opera 
than a dreary succession of horse 
operas. 

“Finally when I asked for a 
leave so I could sing ‘Tosca’ at 
the Brooklyn Academy of Music,” 
she laughs, “one of the executives 
said, ‘Migosh, do you sing’?” 

Anne seems to bear little ran- 
cor toward Hollywood's failure to 
discover her talents, nor on the 
other hand, does she seem unduly 
excited over the present happy 
reward for her years of effort. 
She seems, rather, to accept things 
tranquilly as they come. 

“My mother asked me the other 
day if I realized how lucky I 
was, and how many girls would 
like to be in my place,” Anne re- 
marked, as we sat in the Pump 
Room of the Ambassador East 
Hotel, eating strawberries and 
cream that matched her com- 
plexion. “I try to explain to her 
that it’s like saying, ‘Gee, I’d love 
to live in that big house over 
there, I'd be so happy if I could 
just live there.” Then you move 
in the house and accept it and 
become accustomed to it. Or, like 
thinking, ‘Egypt must be a won- 
derful place,’ and then getting off 
a plane in Egypt and realizing 
that it’s just ground and air and 
people like any place else.” 
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ERHAPS one reason her the- 
Pratrica life holds no faraway 

glamour for Anne is that, like 
her beauty, she’s had it since 
babyhood. Her mother, a widow 
with two daughters, had wanted to 
be a singer but had not been al- 
lowed to have a career. 

“One day when I was about a 
year old,” Anne says, “mother 
turned the phonograph off to an- 


swer the door, and when she came 
back, I was hanging on the edge 
of the crib, singing the song she’d 
been listening to. ‘“There’s my 
singer,’ she said. I had no choice 
in the matter. 


“I made my debut at the age of 
six, singing, ‘Under the Stars One 
Holy Night a Little Babe Was 
Born.” I sang at all the women’s 
clubs and chamber of commerce 
meetings in our home town 
(Goldsboro, N.C.) and when I was 
10 I had my own radio program 
in Durham, N.C. I sang classical 
and semi-classical songs and every 
now and then a popular number 
like, ‘When I Grow Too Old to 
Dream’.” 


Eager as she was for her 
daughter to have a singing career, 
Anne’s mother did not want to 
rush her into the theater too 
soen, so sent her .to a finishing 
school where she majored in 
music (“and took typing, just in 
case”), then to New York to study 
singing. Finally, tuey set out for 
Hollywood with high hopes and 
$300. 


“A man in New York gave me 
a letter to an agent,” she said, 
“but it didn’t work out too well. 
The agent thought my hair should 
be black instead of blond and my 
eyes weren't the right color 
either but he couldn’t do much 
about that. My figure was too 
heavy here and not heavy enough 
there, and I was too tall. If I'd 
wanted to please him, I'd have 
to have been a different person. 
Finally I got another agent and 
he got me a contract, first in a 
stage show that was a flop, and 
then in‘the picture, ‘I Married An 


Angel’.” 
T Anne because her girlhood 
hero, Nelson Eddy, was in it. 
~ “Every time he came over and 
said something, I couldn’t talk,” 
she recalls. “He thought I was an 
awfully funny girl.

Musically, Anne’s movie career 
was a series of fiascos.

Western, she sang a hillbilly num- 
ber, and in a Sinatra film, an 
abortive bit of bebop. 


“Finally,” she says, “I told 
them, ‘Just forget that I sing,’ 
and for the last four years I 
didn’t even try.” 


She kept on studying opera, 
however, which led to the offer 
to sing “Tosca” at the Brooklyn 
Academy. Investing in $3000 
worth of gowns, she decided to 
make an all-out effort to impress 
New York if she hadn’t impressed 
Hollywood, and did so well that 
she was given a role in the Kurt 
Weill musical adaptation of 
“Street Scene.”

North was a little out of line 
when he failed to pass to his part- 
ner’s one-no-trump response, and 
South was also rather ambitious 
when he rebid. He had pretty 
well “exhausted his values” with 
his first response—one no-trump 
in answer to a one-club opening 
is reserved by good players to 
show a fair hand, since, with a 
bad hand they either pass, or re- 
spond with a diamond, even on a 
three-card suit. 

West stayed out of the auction, 
giving the opponents rope to let 
them hang themselves, then dou- 
bled the three no-trump. It looked 
as though he ought to beat that 
contract. 

The spade queen was the open- 
ing lead. Declarer put up dum- 
my’s ace then, since he would 
have to lose two diamond tricks, 
at least, no matter how well the 
suit broke, led a low diamond 
away from the king. (He could 
scarcely give up his second spade 
stopper to lead toward the king, 
and there was no advantage in 
doing that anyway.) 

East was probably feeling sad 
about his hand, and on the low 
diamond lead from dummy, it 
didn’t even occur to him to put 
up the queen! Or, more probably, 
he wanted to “fool declarer” 
about the location of that card. 
Whatever his motive was, it was 
productive! South covered East's 
actual play of the diamond ten 
with the jack—and lost only one 
trick in the suit! Moreover, on 
the run of diamonds, West had to 
reduce to two spades, two hearts 
and two clubs—and declarer 
ended up by throwing West in 
with the ace and another club. 
After West cashed his spades, he 
was forced to lead a heart away 
from the king to the opposing 
tenace position, conceding the 
contract.
